Mayview,  Pennsylvania,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1965, 
pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  Section  402  of  The  Fiscal  Code,  and 
submit  the  following  exhibits:

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We  have  examined  the  books  of  account  and  records  of  Mayvlev/  State 
Hospital,  Mayview,  Pennsylvania,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1965- 
We  have  reviev^red  its  system  of  internal  control  and  accounting  procedures 
and,  without  making  a detailed  audit  of  the  transactions,  have  examined 
or  tested  accounting  records  and  other  supporting  evidence  by  methods  and 
to  the  extent  deemed  appropriate.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  included  all  procedures 
v/hich  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  recommendations  contained  herein,  the 
accompanying  Exhibits  A to  G,  inclusive,  present  fairly  the  operations 
of  Mayview  State  Hospital,  Mayview,  Pennsylvania,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  I965,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  applied  on  a basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

COMMENTS  ON  FINANCIAL  OPERATIONS 

Cash  receipts  for  the  fiscal  years  ended  June  30,  I965  and  I96A,  see 
Exhibit  B,  amounted  to  $692,915-51  and  $698,260.68,  respectively,  a 
decrease  of  $5,3^5-17  primarily  due  to  a drop  in  patient  population. 

Accounts  receivable  as  of  June  30,  1965^  see  Exhibit  C,  amounted  to 
$48,137-11^  of  which  $1,977-^0  were  billed  prior  to  April  1965-  Such 
overdue  and  unpaid  accounts  for  a period  of  90  days  or  over  are  required 
to  be  reported  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  to  the  Department  of  Justice 
by  Section  512  of  The  Administrative  Code.  Inasmuch  as  the  majority  of 
these  overdue  accounts  were  reported  subsequent  to  June  30,  1965^  no 
recommendation  is  deemed  necessary  at  this  time. 

The  existing  accounting  system  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  does  not 
provide  for  an  adequate  control  of  the  value  (at  billing  rates)  of 
services  supplied  indigent  patients.  Services  supplied  part-pay  patients 
are  controlled  only  to  the  extent  of  the  part  payments  agreed  upon;  the 
difference  betv;een  such  agreement  and  the  value  (at  billing  rates)  of 
services  actually  supplied  is  without  control  on  the  records . We  again 
recommend  that  the  Department  of  Revenue  review  the  accounting  system,  of 
State  institutions  with  a view  to  improving  its  controls.  We  also 
recommend  that  this  reviev;  and  revision  be  completed  as  promptly  as 
possible . 

The  Superintendent  has  the  accounting  and  custodial  responsibility  v;ith 
respect  to  the  majority  of  accounts  in  the  Patients'  Cash  Fund,  whereas 
the  Revenue  Agent  has  fewer  such  accounts.  This  is  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  Act  approved  August  21,  1953,  P-  L.  1299,  which  states 
that  all  moneys,  from  v/hatever  source  derived,  should  be  under  the 
guardianship  of  the  Revenue  Agent  as  long  as  they  do  not  exceed  $500.00 
for  each  patient.  An  exception  to  the  above  are  payments  made  by  the 
Veterans ' Administration  which  under  Federal  regulations  must  remain  in 
the  custody  of  the  Superintendent. 

Subject  to  the  above  noted  exception,  we  again  recommend  that  the  Super- 
intendent and  the  Revenue  Agent  comply  v/ith  the  provisions  of  the  afore- 
mentioned Act. 
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Cash  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  years  ended  June  30,  19o5  and  1904, 
see  Exhibit  B,  amounted  to  $6,059,819.97  and  $5,839,307-95.  respectively, 
an  increase  of  $220,512.02,  substantially  accounted  for  by  increases  of 
$174,232.22  in  salaries  largely  due  to  regular  salary  increments  and  an 
increase  of  29  in  the  average  number  of  salaried  employes,  $27,675-44  in 
equipment  and  machinery  caused  by  the  fact  that  voucher  transmittals 
applicable  to  the  prior  fiscal  year  were  processed  for  payment  during 
this  year,  $27,615.86  in  laboratory  and  medical  supplies  resulting  mostly 
from  increased  use  of  newer  drugs  for  patient  treatment,  $12,789.17  in 
furniture  and  furnishings  because  of  needed  furniture  in  the  various 
wards  and  the  new  medical  center,  $11,288.75  in  professional  and  special- 
ized services  attributed  to  hiring  a neurologist  on  a contract  basis,  and 
$10,576.71  in  insurance,  surety  and  fidelity  bonds  brought  about  by 
higher  rates  for  Workmen's  Compensation  Insurance.  Partially  offsetting 
these  increases  are  decreases  of  $28,917-18  in  contracted  repairs  largely 
due  to  the  completion  of  several  major  projects  during  the  prior  fiscal 
year,  none  of  which  were  recurring  projects,  and  $27,972.29  in 
maintenance  materials  and  supplies  caused  mostly  by  the  use  of  many 
supplies  during  the  previous  fiscal  year  in  remodeling  the  medical 
center .

Our  examination  of  stores  disclosed  a lack  of  Internal  control, 
especially  in  connection  with  Federal  surplus  food  commodities.  It  is 
the  policy  of  the  Department  of  Public  V/elfare  to  maintain  stores  records 
in  the  accounting  office  and  the  storeroom  for  purchased,  produced  or 
donated  commodities.  Instead,  it  has  been  the  practice  at  this  institu- 
tion to  have  the  purchasing  department  maintain  surplus  food  records  and 
controls.  V/e  also  noted  that  not  all  Federal  surplus  items  delivered  to 
the  Institution  are  received  by  the  storeroom  manager,  who  is  designated 
as  the  official  receiving  agent.  Our  review  also  revealed  that  this 
institution  was  paying  for  storage  costs  for  Federal  surplus  meats 
belonging  to  Torrance  State  Hospital.  We  observed  also  that  v/hen  cans 
of  home-produced  commodities  are  not  considered  edible,  the  amount  of 
spoilage  is  not  reported  to  the  accounting  office,  nor  are  they  deleted 
from  the  inventory  records.  Our  audit  also  revealed  that  the  drug  room 
lacked  some  inventory  controls. 

The  above  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  discussed  with  officials  of  the 
institution,  and  since  immediate  corrective  action  was  taken,  no  further 
comment  is  deemed  necessary  at  this  time. 
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Our  audit  revealed  that  the  Home  Industry  Fund  was  established  in  i960 
by  borrov;ing  $1,050.00  from  the  Recreation  Fund.  This  loan  has  never- 
been  repaid.  In  discussing  this  matter  v/ith  officials  of  the  Hospital 
we  were  informed  that  the  above  amount  would  be  returned  to  the 
Recreation  Fund  in  the  very  near  future.  In  view  of  the  action  taken, 
v/e  v/ill  withhold  any  further  comment  at  this  time. 

Our  examination  of  the  Employes'  Flower  Fund  disclosed  that  this  Fund 
is  also  being  used  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  moneys  to  employes  for 
travel  expense  in  connection  with  the  transfer  of  patients  to  other 
institutions.  We  recommend  that  this  practice  be  discontinued,  and 
that  travel  expenses  for  transferring  patients  be  handled  through  the 
Cash  Advancement  Fund.

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ORIGIN  AND  PURPOSE 


Mayview  State  Hospital^  located  in  MayvieWj  Allegheny  County,  was 
established  about  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  at  a site  in 
Mount  V/ashington,  Allegheny  County.  In  l8l8,  the  Hospital  was  removed 
to  a nev/  site  on  the  north  side  of  the  Allegheny  River  and  remained 
there  until  1893^  when  it  was  again  moved  to  what  is  now  its  present 
site  in  Mayview,  and  became  known  as  Marshalsea.  In  1916,  its  name  was 
changed  to  the  Pittsburgh  City  Home  and  Hospital  at  Mayview.  By 
authority  of  Act  of  Legislature  approved  September  29,  1938,  P.  L.  53^ 
as  amended  May  25,  1939^  P*  L.  193j  the  title  and  control  of  the  Hospital 
were  assumed  by  the  Commonwealth.  These  Acts  also  authorized  the  change 
of  name  to  Mayview  State  Hospital.  The  Commonwealth  took  formal  posses- 
sion on  June  1,  19^1 • The  purpose  of  the  Hospital  is  to  care  for  and 
treat  the  mentally  ill  of  the  City  of  Pittsburgh. 

ORGANIZATION  AND  MANAGEMENT 


Under  provisions  of  Section  2313*1  of  The  Administrative  Code,  the 
management  is  vested  in  the  Commissioner  of  Mental  Health  and  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Hospital,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
Public  Welfare. 


MEMBERS  OP  BOARD 


Sections  207^  208,  401  and  2313*3  of  the  Code  make  the  Board  of  Trustees 
an  advisory  board  which  consists  of  nine  members  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  tv/o-thlrds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Senate,  for  a term  of  six  years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualified,  and  the  Secretary  of  Public  Welfare,  ex  officio.  Section 
210  of  the  Code  provides  that  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  serve  without 
compensation.
